Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Epistle 

To  Friends  Everywhere: 

We  speak  of  joy  and  suffering  as  we  meet  together  for  this  twenty-seventh  session  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting , enjoying  a deepening  of  worship  and  a refreshment  from  openness  of  expression , and  at  the 
same  time  suffering  the  pain  of  partings  as  we  reflect  upon  the  life  of  Howard  Brinton,  whom  we  have 
affectionately  titled  the  father  of  this  Yearly  Meeting,  and  the  lives  of  other  valued  Friends  who  have 
passed  from  us. 

And  with  the  suffering,  we  speak  also  of  healing,  witnessing  to  the  wonders  of  worship  and  love  in 
restoring  us  as  individuals  and  as  a Meeting.  We  have  found  meaning  in  the  suffering  itself  ’ knowing  that 
every  experience  is  a learning  opportunity  and  discovering  that  suffering  can  bring  us  closer  together. 

We  speak  also  of  growth,  welcoming  Redwood  Forest  Monthly  Meeting  in  California;  Logan 
Preparative  Meeting  in  Utah;  and  Guatemala  City  Worship  Group  in  Guatemala.  We  share  in  the  growth 
of  our  Friends  who  have  been  moving  away  from  us,  feeling  especially  uplifted  in  hearing  the  first 
Epistle  from  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

We  examine  our  Quaker  roots  in  the  soil  of  the  Judaeo-Christian  tradition  and  find  more  tolerance  for 
differing  doctrines  and  conceptualizations  of  God.  We  reflect  upon  the  life-giving  spirit  as  we  receive  our 
revised  Faith  and  Practice,  which  itself  reflects  many  years  of  spirited  search  for  words  that  will  guide  us. 

Our  outreach  continues  in  concerns  for  the  world  as  we  face  the  many  devastations  caused  by  abuses 
of  worldly  power  and  seek  mercy  for  its  victims,  hostages,  political  prisoners,  exiles,  and  all  others  in 
jeopardy,  while  reaffirming  our  testimony  against  all  war  and  preparations  for  war.  We  regretfully  realize 
we  are  all  involved  in  exploitation,  even  as  we  call  for  freedom  of  choice  for  farm  workers,  freedom  from 
terror  for  homophiles,  amnesty  for  Wounded  Knee  demonstrators,  and  correction  of  the  processes  of 
criminal  justice. 

Time  has  widened  from  the  inside  for  us  this  year,  with  more  of  it  spent  in  business  and  our  varied 
interests.  The  lovingly  planned  Children ’s  Program  has  been  a delight  to  us.  We  have  become  increasingly 
aware  of  our  Yearly  Meeting  as  a large  family.  In  our  re-examination  of  the  confining  roles  of  men  and 
women  as  they  seek  human  liberation,  we  have  come  closer  to  knowing  who  we  are  and  understanding 
one  another  in  new  and  deeper  ways. 

The  beauty  of  our  surroundings  here  at  St.  Mary ’s  College  in  Moraga,  California,  has  adorned  our 
gathering,  which  has  also  been  enriched  by  visitors  from  other  Yearly  Meetings,  three  of  whom  are  on 
their  way  to  the  Triennial  Meeting  of  Friends. 

We  have  called  to  God  outwardly  and  inwardly  and  celebrated  one  another  in  gratitude.  ‘ How  joyful 
our  faces  in  coming  together.  How  beautiful  is  God  in  ail  of  us.  ” Qn  beha]f  of  Paciflc  Yearly  Meeting>

Meeting.  We  sometimes  feel  great  loneliness 
contrasting  with  times  of  deep,  joyful  familyhood. 

We  are  glad  to  be  part  of  the  larger  group  of 
Friends,  and  find  value  in  their  wisdom  and 
freshness. 

Junior  Friends  have  missed  the  people  who 
weren’t  able  to  be  here,  although  the  smaller,  more 
organized  group  has  given  us  time  to  become 
closer  to  many  new  people. 

As  we  leave  Yearly  Meeting,  we  take  with  us 
the  feeling  of  an  ongoing  growth  and  togetherness.

We  want  as  a living  memorial  to  Howard  and  Anna  Brinton  to  measure  up 
individually  to  their  expectation  of  us  as  Friends,  and  to  help  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  live  up  to  its 
potential  for  life  and  growth  among  Friends.” 


Ministry  & Oversight  Report 


As  usual  PYM  Ministry  and  Oversight 
Committee  had  much  to  consider  at  PYM  sessions, 
and  consideration  of  many  problhms  and  projects 
was  postponed  until  winter.  The  following  actions 
were  or  will  be  taken  by  the  committee  by  late 
fall,  1973. 

1.  “Handbook  for  Meetings  on  Death,  Burials, 
and  Memorials.”  This  pamphlet  will  be  completed 
(at  least  a first  version)  and  a copy  sent  to  each 
Meeting  this  fall.  This  pamphlet  is  intended  to  help 
clerks,  Meetings,  and  members  better  care  for 
Friends  at  the  time  of  a death.  Suggestions  for 
additions  are  welcome  and  should  be  sent  to  the 
clerk  of  Ministry  and  Oversight.  Meetings  should 
consider  reproducing  the  pamphlet  for  distribution 
to  interested  members  and  attenders. 

2.  “The  Quaker  Wedding:  Some  Suggestions  on 
Good  Order  and  a Listing  of  Laws”  will  also  be 
sent  to  all  Meetings  in  the  NPYM,  PYM,  and 
Intermountain  Friends  Fellowship  areas.  This  is  a 
revision  of  a 1966  PYM  M&O  pamphlet  and  an 
extension  of  the  Faith  and  Practice.  The  material 
should  be  reviewed  each  time  the  Meeting  prepares 
to  oversee  a wedding. 


3.  The  Ad  Hoc  Subcommittee  on 
Homosexuality  has  been  continued  for  another 
year  and  has  also  been  expanded  with  the  addition 
of  two  new  members.  The  committee  is  clerked  by 
Larry  Jackson. 

4.  The  committee  hopes  to  be  able  to  consider 
two  other  problems  in  the  coming  years  in  hopes 
of  finding  a clear  direction  in  which  Friends  might 
move.  One  problem  is  that  of  membership.  This 
has  several  aspects,  but  the  ones  of  particular 
current  concern  are  inactive  membership  and 
junior  membership.  The  second  problem  is  divorce 
and  separation  among  Friends.  The  Faith  and 
Practice  has  nothing  to  say  on  this,  yet  with 
dissolution  of  marriages  becoming  more  frequent, 
some  advice  to  Friends  is  needed. 

5.  The  Visitation  Subcommittee,  with  Lois 
Bailey  as  clerk,  has  now  been  appointed.  The 
committee  hopes  to  be  actively  encouraging 
intervisitation  this  year. 

STRATTON  JAQUETTE 
Past  Clerk,  PYM  Ministry  & Oversight 
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Yearly  Meeting  opened  on  the  campus  of  St. 
Martin’s  College  in  Olympia,  Washington  with  the 
Roll  Call  of  the  Meetings  by  the  Presiding  Clerk, 
Francis  Dart,  and  the  Recording  Clerk,  Etta  Marie 
James.  175  Friends  responded,  followed  by 
messages  from  absent  Friends,  from  London 
Yearly  Meeting  and  from  the  Friends  World 
Committee  for  Consultation  in  London. 

The  First  General  Session  followed,  a Meeting 
for  Worship  in  which  a Friend  from  each  Monthly 
Meeting  was  called  to  speak  briefly  witnessing  to 
some  significant  aspect  of  the  past  year’s  life. 

The  next  gathered  meeting  heard  Hugh 
Campbell-Brown,  Friend-in-Residence,  speak  from 
his  personal  experience  of  “What  that  of  God  in 
man  means  to  me”  (complete  text  of  Hugh’s 
presentation  will  appear  in  October,  1973  issue  of 
the  Bulletin  —editor).  We  were  deeply  touched  by 
his  willingness  and  ability  to  communicate  the 
essence  of  his  lifelong  search  for  answers  to  the 
question  “Who  or  what  do  I contact  as  I 
worship?” 

The  Second  General  Session  heard  the  report  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee  which 
worked  this  year  as  charged  to  prepare  an  annual 
gathering  as  a time  of  fellowship  and  spiritual 
enrichment  and  to  organize  a meeting  structure 
that  incorporates  the  essential  but  eliminates  the 
unessential.  The  report  emphasized  that  when  the 
Monthly  Meetings  review  and  respond  to  the 
minutes  of  decision  of  the  Steering  Committee 
they  effectively  participate  throughout  the  year  in 
the  making  of  Yearly  Meeting  decisions;  this 
immediate  relationship  between  the  Monthly  and 
Yearly  Meetings  is  one  of  the  advantages  of  our 
new  organization  and  there  is  evolving  a flexible 
and  creative  way  of  doing  business.  The  Yearly 
Meeting  approved  the  report,  confirming  the 
authority  of  the  Steering  Committee  to  make 
decisions  for  the  Yearly  Meeting  between  annual 
sessions.  The  new  Steering  Committee  (appointed 
by  the  Monthly  Meetings)  was  introduced:

Leonore  Goodenow  came  to  visit  our  Yearly 
Meeting  from  the  Friends  World  Committee  for 
Consultation.  In  this  session  she  described  the 
Committee’s  work  in  a fresh  and  vividly 
informative  manner  which  will  be  very  helpful  to 
us  as  the  Yearly  Meeting  continues  to  search  for 
the  relationship  we  want  to  have  with  the  FWCC. 

We  gathered  in  the  evening  to  hear  John 
Sullivan  from  the  AFSC  speak  on  the  quality  of 
optimism  as  an  essential  ingredient  of  Quakerism. 
He  drew  examples  from  the  AFSC’s  work  in 
developing  nations;  in  the  reorganization  within 
the  AFSC  which  de-emphasizes  the  importance  of 
staff  and  provides  representatives  of  regional  units 
an  equal  voice  with  national  appointees.  He  spoke 
of  research-guided  attack  on  the  power  of  the 
military-industrial  complex;  of  the  increasing 
involvement  in  decision  making  by  excluded  and 
down-graded  social  groups  in  AFSC  social  action 
programs;  the  concern  of  the  international  service 
not  only  with  immediate  need  but  also  with  basic 
issues  and  opportunities  for  influencing  change 
and  reconciliation.  He  summarized  by  saying  that 
facets  of  Quaker  optimism  are  faith,  openness, 
determination,  endurance,  practicality  and 
spirituality.  His  report  is  being  duplicated  for  later 
distribution. 
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Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee 

Throughout  the  sessions  the  Yearly  Meeting 
was  under  the  care  of  the  ad  hoc  committee  made 
up  of  Friends  appointed  from  the  Monthly 
Meetings.  These  friends  included  Harold  Carson 
(Eastside),  Nina  Lawrence  (Corvallis),  Ben 
Richmond  (Multnomah),  Mildred  Cowger  (Salem), 
Ellen  Hubbe  (Eugene),  Leonard  Holden  (Tacoma) 
and  Judy  Matchett  (University).  The  committee 
met  before  the  opening  of  Yearly  Meeting  and  was 
available  on  call  of  the  Presiding  Clerk. 

The  ongoing  pastoral  care  for  the  Monthly 
Meetings  has  been  entrusted  to  the  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committees  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings 
which  are  being  strengthened  for  this  purpose. 


The  Epistle  Committee 

The  committee  was  appointed  ahead  of  time 
and  received  the  incoming  Epistles  from  which 
excerpts  were  read  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  by 
committee  members  at  appropriate  times.  These 
Epistles  were  displayed  so  all  could  see  them.  The 
committee  composed  our  Epistle  which  was  read 
at  the  final  session  and  has  been  sent  to  Yearly 
Meetings  all  over  the  world.  The  committee 
included  Esther  Richards  (Multnomah),  Helen 
Emerson  (Salem)  and  Mary  Iseley  (University). 

The  Third  General  Session  heard  and  approved 
the  minutes  so  far  recorded: 

Minute  1:  The  Meeting  accepted  the 
Travel  Minute  of  Robert  and  Gladys  Gray  of 
First  Friends  Meeting  of  Pasadena.  California 
for  endorsement  by  the  presiding  clerk. 

Minute  2:  The  Meeting  heard  the  report 
of  chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee  and 
took  action  to  approve  that  report. 

Minute  3:  The  Meeting  approved  a 
minute  of  appreciation  to  Leonore 
Goodenow  for  her  report  on  Friends  World 
Committee  for  Consultation  and  for  coming 
from  so  far  to  share  our  Yearly  Meeting 
experiences  with  us.

The  Clerk  then  gave  the  gist  of  a number  of 
minutes  he  had  received  recently  from  Multnomah 
and  University  Meetings  and  asked  the  meeting 
how  we  should  go  about  taking  action  on  these 
communications.  In  the  discussion  Friends 
wrestled  with  questions  and  opinions  on  the 
manner  in  which  decisions  can  be  made  within  the 
framework  of  keeping  the  annual  sessions  largely 
free  from  business  and  the  developing  use  of  the 
Steering  Committee  as  an  executive  organ;  asking 
what  is  the  source  of  authority  for  decisions  and  at 
what  point  Friends  feel  comfortable  to  make 
decisions.  The  context  was  the  questions  of 
NPYM’s  undertaking  representation  to  the  Friends 
World  Committee  for  Consultation  as  well  as 
membership  in  the  several  national  Friends’ 
organizations.  Excerpts  were  read  by  the  Clerk 
from  a number  of  position  papers  he  had  received 
on  these  matters.  The  following  minute  was 
recorded: 

Minute  4:  The  Clerk  not  feeling  he  could 
gather  a sense  of  the  Meeting  on  matters 
raised  by  the  minutes  from  Multnomah  and 
University  Monthly  Meetings  at  this  time, 
the  Meeting  approved  his  suggestion  that 
these  minutes,  together  with  the 
recommendations  concerning  them  that  he 
has  received,  be  sent  to  each  Monthly 
Meeting,  and  that  the  manner  in  which  these 
decisions  are  to  be  explored  then  be  left  to 
the  Steering  Committee. 

The  final  session  was  a Meeting  for  Worship 
which  was  closed  by  the  Clerk  with  this  minute: 

The  Clerk’s  Closing  Minute 

It  is  now  time  to  minute  the  close  of  this  first 
annual  meeting  of  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  It 
has  been  an  occasion  of  sharing  of  growth  and  of 
worship  in  the  light  that  unites  us.

Ackworth)  to  serve  as  the  Epistle  Committee. 

At  the  fourth  session,  the  Yearly  Meeting 
approved  the  following  minutes: 

—Endorsing  Judy  Bruff,  Margaret  Jump,  and 
Robert  and  Etta  Vogel  as  our  representatives  to 
the  FWCC  Triennial  Meetings  in  Sydney,  also 
giving  them  our  thanks  for  the  preparations  they 
have  made  and  the  valuable  consultation  they  have 
provided  our  Meetings. 

—Approved,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
Representative  Committee,  that  PYM  participate 
with  California  Yearly  Meeting  in  a Faith  and  Life 
Conference  to  be  held  at  Ben  Lomond  September 
27-29,  1973,  and  appointed  Ferner  Nuhn, 

Margaret  Brooks  and  Ed  Morgenroth  serve  as 
conference  planning  commiteee  (with  three  CYM 
representatives)  for  the  conference. 

At  the  sixth  session,  the  Yearly  Meeting 
approved  the  following  minutes  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Representative 
Committee: 

—Lois  Bailey  as  Clerk  of  Ministry  and  Oversight 
Subcommittee  on  Visitation. 

—Beach  Langston,  Clerk,  Laura  Smalakis  and 
Miriam  Swift  as  the  Bulletin  Committee. 

—Marie  Schutz,  Ron  Steelman  and  Hal  Tozer  to 
be  three  new  members  of  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

—The  Subcommittee  on  Junior  Yearly  Meeting 
is  made  a Standing  Committee  of  PYM. 

—The  position  of  Registrar(s)  is  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Nominating  Committee  rather  than  by 
Arrangements  Commiteee. 

—The  position  of  Treasure  r-in-Training  is 
created  to  work  with  the  Treasurer  for  one  year 
before  becoming  Treasurer. 

—The  Treasurer  shall  serve  for  a period  up  to 
three  years,  subject  to  annual  approval,  with  the 
possibility  of  a second  three-year  terrrj. 

—The  position  of  Assistant  Historian- Archivist 
is  eliminated. 

At  the  same  session  the  Yearly  Meeting  also 
approved  the  following  minutes  from  the  Peace 
Committee: 


—The  members  of  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of 
the  Religious  Society  of  Friends  are  deeply 
concerned  that  many  thousands  of  Vietnamese 
people  remain  imprisoned  in  South  Vietnam 
because  of  their  political  beliefs.  We  know  that 
these  people,  imprisoned  in  violation  of  the  terms 
of  the  1973  Paris  Peace  Treaty,  are  being  starved, 
tortured  and  murdered,  and  we  have  reason  to 
believe  that  this  is  being  done  with  the  consent 
and  support  of  the  United  States  government.  We 
believe  that  the  United  States  government’s 
concern  that  the  terms  of  the  peace  agreement  be 
upheld  must  involve  it  in  actively  seeking  the 
release  of  these  people.  We  strongly  believe  that 
the  status  of  the  prisoners  must  immediately  be 
made  a primary  concern  of  the  four-nation 
Supervisory  Commission  currently  observing  the 
ceasefire.  We  will  ask  our  fellow  citizens  to  work 
with  us  in  urging  our  government  to  see  that  these 
people  are  set  free. 

—Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  join  with  the  AFSC 
and  the  Ecumenical  Peace  Institute  jointly  to 
sponsor  a Peace  Studies  Convocation  at  John 
Woolman  School  in  the  summer  of  1974. 

At  the  seventh  session  the  following  minutes 
were  approved: 

—Acceptance  of  the  new  Faith  and  Practice:  A 
Guide  to  Christian  Discipline,  commending  its  use 
to  all  Monthly  Meetings  in  PYM,  giving  grateful 
thanks  for  a job  well  done  to  all  those  who  have 
served  on  the  Discipline  Committee  during  this 
rewriting. 

—Social  Order  Committee  minute  expressing 
our  shared  concern  and  responsibility  for  the 
plight  of  farmworkers  and  their  children. 

—Social  Order  Committee  minute  of  concern 
about  the  use  of  Grand  Juries  to  persecute 
dissenting  individuals  and  groups,  and  a particular 
concern  about  cases  like  that  of  Milton  and  Laura 
Taulbee,  young  persons  associated  with  Palo  Alto 
Monthly  Meeting  who,  accused  of  no  crimes,  were 
jailed  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time  for 
“contempt”  because  they  could  not  bring 
themselves  to  answer  questions  about  friends  and 
acquaintances. 

—Social  Order  Committee  minute  calling  for 
the  dropping  of  indictments  against  the  Wounded 
Knee  demonstrators  and  their  supporters. 
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-Social  Order  Committee  of  concern  about  the 
mass  arrests  of  farm  worker  pickets  in  Fresno 
County  as  a result  of  an  injunction  which  seems  to 
contain  unfair  and  unconstitutional  restrictions. 
The  minute  also  called  for  the  release  of  those 
persons  who  had  been  jailed. 

At  its  ninth  session  the  Yearly  Meeting 
approved  the  final  report  of  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

At  the  tenth  plenary  session,  Yearly  Meeting 
approved  the  following: 

-A  minute  of  concern  from  the  Ad  Hoc 
Subcommittee  on  Homosexuality  expressing 
PYM’s  deep  “sense  of  outrage  at  the  injustice 
being  perpetrated  against  homophiles  and 
homophile  establishments.  The  arson  and 
fire-bombing  in  the  last  six  months  of  San 
Francisco  Metropolitan  Community  Church,  Los 
Angeles  Metropolitan  Community  Church,  three 
bars  in  the  San  Francisco  area,  and  a bar  in  New 
Orleans,  in  which  32  persons  were  murdered 
recently,  is  all  too  reminiscent  of  the  similar 
experience  faced  by  other  minorities  in  their 
struggle  for  equality. 

“We  call  upon  all  people  of  God’s  world  to 
open  their  hearts  and  minds  to  the  struggle  of  the 
oppressed  minorities.  We  ask  that  each  individual 
take  the  responsibility  for  seeking  to  establish  a 
culture  in  which  people  of  difference  can  live  as  a 
united  family.  Let  us  not  repeat  the  horror  and 
shame  of  the  past.  Let  us  all  come  under  the  care 
of  the  Divine  in  seeing  that  these  burnings  and 
killings  stop  now.” 

—Minutes  from  the  Consultative  Committee  on 
Organization  releasing  with  sadness  and 
appreciation  Tacoma,  Corvallis,  Multnomah  and 
Eastside  Monthly  Meetings,  commending  to  the 
care  of  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  Also  similar 
letters  were  minuted  releasing  withadness  and 
appreciation  for  long  association  Albuquerque  and 
Flagstaff  Monthly  Meetings  and  Arizona 
Half-Yearly  Meeting,  commending  Friends  in  those 
Meetings  to  the  care  and  fellowship  of 
Intermountain  Friends  Fellowship.  A letter  was 
also  minuted  to  Pima  Monthly  Meeting  noting 
their  decision  to  withdraw  into  the  fellowship  of 
Intermountain  Friends  Fellowship  by  the  end  of 
PYM  1974. 

—Finance  Committee  minute  recommending 
reassessment  of  University  Meeting’s  financial 
responsibility  to  PYM,  reducing  their  “Quota”  to 
S5.00  per  adult  member  instead  of  $7.00. 

—Finance  Committee  minute  appropriating 
$300.00  for  the  Friends  Committee  on  National 
Legislation. 

—Finance  Committee  minute  approving  the 
budget  as  proposed  for  the  fiscal  year  1973-1974. 

—Approval  at  the  request  of  Nominating 


Committee  of  four  additional  appointments  to 
several  unfilled  positions  among  PYM  duties. 

In  the  eleventh  session  Friends  at  Yearly 
Meeting  approved: 

—The  Epistle  as  presented  in  its  final  reading, 
with  some  minor  amendments. 

—A  minute  of  concern  from  the  Peace 
Committee  opposing  the  military,  financial  and 
political  support  provided  the  dictatorial  regime  in 
the  Philippines  by  the  United  States. 

—A  minute  on  Richard  Nixon’s  war  policies, 
repudiating  his  policies  in  light  of  the  traditional 
Peace  Testimony  of  the  Society  of  Friends;  the 
minute  further  urged  all  Friends  to  faithfully 
adhere  to  this  testimony.

Over  two  hundred  Friends  from  Monthly 
Meetings  and  Worship  Groups  scattered  across  the 
Southwest  gathered  at  Ghost  Ranch  near  Abiquiu, 
New  Mexico,  for  the  fourth  annual  Intermountain 
Friends  Fellowship,  June  14  to  17,  1973.  They 
came  from  Arizona,  Colorado,  New  Mexico, 
Nevada,  Utah,  Pasadena  and  Berkeley,  California, 
and  Washington,  D.C. 

The  program  gave  ample  time  for  enjoyment  of 
the  ranch’s  natural  beauty,  for  riding,  hiking, 
swimming,  and  arts  and  crafts,  for  widening  and 
deepening  acquaintanceships,  and  for  deep,  rich 
worship  and  fun.  Three  plenary  sessions  took  care 
of  business  matters  such  as  plans  for  a return  to 
Ghost  Ranch  in  June,  1974,  policy  making  that 
aims  at  slow  movement  toward  “a  minimal  Yearly 
Meeting  structure,”  and  a carefully  considered 
refusal  to  attempt  a large  regionally-sponsored 
Friends  General  Conference  in  June,  1975. 

The  responsibilities  for  the  next  Fellowship  fall 
upon  Colorado  Friends.  The  new  Clerk  is  Leanore 
Goodenow  of  Mountain  View  Friends  Meeting  in 
Denver,  with  Tony  Umile  of  Boulder  Meeting 
serving  as  Recording  Clerk,  Dorothy  Aldrich  of 
Mountain  View  as  Treasurer,  Mary  Bates  as 
Registrar  and  Carol  Clark  of  Mountain  View  as 
Coordinator  of  the  Children’s  Program. 

Leah  Felton  of  Washington,  D.C.  Meeting 
attended  the  Fellowship  on  behalf  of  Friends 
General  Conference.  Barbara  and  Larry  Perry  and 
family  of  Berkeley  Friends  Meeting  were  in 
attendance  from  PYM,  as  was  Dennis  Durby  of 
Orange  Grove  Meeting,  traveling  on  behalf  of  the 
Friends  Bulletin  and  the  Ministry  and  Oversight 
Committee  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  They  were 
cordially  welcomed  and  shared  in  the  activities  of 
the  Fellowship  to  our  mutual  benefit. 

Worship-Fellowship  Groups  met  on  the  grass 
under  trees  or  indoors  as  comfort  directed. 
Afterward  Friends  moved  into  interest-discussion 
groups  or  used  the  time  as  seemed  best  to  them. 
Those  who  chose  free  time  in  the  morning  went  to 
an  interest  group  in  the  afternoon,  and  some 
people  attended  two  daily  discussions.  The  subject 
matter  ranged  widely— from  parapsychology 

through  peace  activities,  to  varieties  of  religious 
experience  and  into  such  things  as  myth  and 
creativity. 

The  children’s  activities  ran  concurrently  with 
the  programs  planned  for  the  adults.  The  ranch 
takes  care  of  all  over-four’s  in  the  morning  and  in 
the  afternoon  a group  of  devoted  volunteers 
helped  the  children  with  drawing,  macrame. 


needlepoint,  and  a dozen  other  things  of  interest. 
Folk  dancing,  games,  and  singing  filled  in  the 
evenings  to  everyone’s  satisfaction. 

Two  widely  known  and  specially  loved  Friends 
spoke  by  prearrangement:  Kenneth  E.  Boulding  at 
an  evening  session  on  “What  Is  Religious 
Experience,”  and  Peggy  Pond  Church  at  the  group 
discussion  of  “Religious  Myth  and  Creativity.” 
Their  presence  made  up  in  part  for  the  absence  of 
Heberto  and  Suzanne  Sein,  who  did  so  much  to 
make  last  year’s  Fellowship  memorable. 

On  another  evening  Kenneth  Boulding  showed 
slides  he  had  taken  on  his  recent  trip  to  Israel  and 
talked  on  the  difficult  problems  in  the  Near  East. 
Samuel  Cooper  showed  his  slides  of  Woolman 
House  in  Mount  Holly  and  some  from  a trip  he 
had  made  to  Jamaica  to  learn  how  the  Quaker 
groups  there  were  doing.  Other  slide  groups  and 
some  films  were  shown  also  for  those  interested, 
e.g.  “NARMIC  II.” 

But  the  most  important  and  lasting  experiences 
we  had  in  our  days  together  came  from  the  deep, 
rich,  full  periods  of  silent  worship.
